Whereas, Tony Mason’s many talents and skills as an analyst, researcher,

Whereas, throughout his career, Tony Mason conducted himself with integrity,

dignity, and professionalism and earned the respect of all; and

Whereas, Tony Mason will retire from the Legislative Fiscal Bureau on June
